The computer image file promotes and supports the exploitation of children for sexual 
purposes. This is because it contains a colour photographic image showing a naked 
pre-pubescent girl and a naked man with an erection, and the purpose of the image is 
to sexually arouse the viewer. The image encourages the notion that adults can use 
children for sexual ends, and upholds and strengthens that notion by showing children 
being exploited.
